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OUR OONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Pagis, August 10, 1871. 

Waar ruins are all around me! I shall not de- 
scribe the terrible and hideous scenes through 
which we have passed; such pictures belong ra- 
ther to the columns of the daily press than to these 
pages. I restrain myself to an account of our lite- 
rary and artistic losses. We congratulate our- 
selves they are no heavier than they are; but we 
look with terror on the future. Paris is a doomed 
city: all its treasures—the Louvre with its score of 
museums, the Archives with the unwritten history 
of France in priceless manuscripts, the Observatory 
with its records of astronomical researches, and all 
the noble public libraries of Paris—are doomed to 
destruction. In twenty years not one of them will 
exist. It was by the merest accident they were now 
saved. Had the Versailles troops entered Paris 
the 23d May, as had been intended, not a public 
building would now be standing. When the next 
insurrection occurs, the insurgents will take care to 
burn down everything. When Macaulay said the 
Goths and Vandals who would destroy our monu- 
ments and civilization would be the lower classes 
of our capitals, what man among us thought to 
live to see the prophecy fulfilled! In the flames of 
the Hotel de Ville there perished the greater part 
of the books M. Vattemare collected in America. 
You remember his journeys to effect his interna- 
tional exchanges. It is to be hoped the States and 
the Federal Government will enrich the library of 
the Hotel de Ville with complete files of their official 
publications. Treasures perished in those flames 


which were priceless: all the documents, maps, en- 
gravings, wood-cuts, etc., assembled to enable the 
authors of the documentary history of Paris to do 
justice to the subject; all the documents of muni- 


cipal history for centuries, proceedings of the vz- 
rious municipal councils under their several names, 
reports, orders, ordinances, accounts; registers of 
deaths and marriages, some of which were of the 
fourteenth century. The loss of the Palace itself is 
@ serious historical loss: it was the scene of the 
most interesting events in the municipal history 
of Paris, I might say in the history of France, for 
several centuries. 

The library of the Louvre, which contained 
90,000 volumes and a considerable collection of 
manuscripts, has entirely perished. There is not a 
single volume of it left. It was one of the most 
agreeable libraries in Paris. It was not public. It 
could not be entered except by permission of the 
ministers of the imperial household, which was 
rarely refused. There were few persons to be seen 
in the library ; one obtained books at once, and no 
complaint was made of the number of volumes 
asked for. The library contained all books sent 
as presents to French monarchs, or to which they 
had subscribed, and was extremely rich in illus- 
trated books. I recollect only one book which I 
asked for there without obtaining it. In 1852, 
M. Mottley bequeathed to the Louvre his valuable 
collection of manuscripts, “ Hours,” and other books 
curious by their binding, or for having belonged to 
French monarchs. The larger part of this collec- 
tion was placed in the Louvre library. 

It was with the utmost difficulty the Louvre was 
saved. The greater part of its pictures had been 
removed before the siege, and had been sent to 
Brest; but the immense size of some of Rubens’ 
and Paul Veronese’s paintings had made it impos- 
sible to send them away. The weight of the an- 
tique sculpture prevented its removal; but its most 
precious treasure, the Venus de Milo, was buried in 
one of the new cellars of the Prefecture of Police, 
and escaped unharmed. Nevertheless, a sufficient 
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number of priceless objects remained to make the 
destruction of the Louvre (apart from the associg. — 


tions which mantle it, the decorations which adorg 
its walls, and its own merits of architecture) a logg 
to civilization. Had the insurgents not been sure 
the precautions they had taken made the destruc. 
tion of the Louvre an assured event, they would 
most certainly have burned itdown. The Tuileries 
in flames along its whole front, and blazing ong 
considerable portion of its northern side, seemed to 
make the escape of the Louvre a thing impossible, 

History met a severe loss in the conflagration of 
the Tuileries. I have, despite inquiries, been 
unable to ascertain whether the mass of materials 
collected by Napoleon III. for his life of Casar es- 
caped destruction. Everything is still in such con- 
fusion here, it is almost impossible to ascertain 
anything. The Tuileries contained 50,000 docu. 
ments relating to the most secret incidents of the 

















history of the second empire. Persons who exam- 
ined them say they were valuable contributions to 
French history. A portion of them has been pub- 
lished in twenty-four numbers, and it is said two 
or three more numbers are “set up’’ in the Na- 
tional Printing-office. The Tuileries was deeply in- 
teresting from historical associations ; Catherine de 
Médicis, Henry IV., Louis XIV., XV., and XVL, 
had lived there; the national convention sat in the 
theatre of the palace; Napoleon occupied it ; it was 
the home of Louis XVIII., Charles X., Louis Philippe, 
Napoleon III. 

By the conflagration of the Palace of the Quay 
d’Orsay valuable political libraries—those of the 
Council of State and Court of Accounts—were 
burned, together with an immense mass of papers 
relating to the public accounts of the country, whose 
value to the historian cannot easily be estimated. 
M. de Guilhermy, a member of the Court of Ac- 
counts, favorably known by his “ Itinéraire Ar- 
chéologique dans Paris,’’ his “ Histoire de la Sainte 
Chapelle,” and other antiquarian works full of 
learning; and M. Patrice Salin, a member of the 
Council of State, and author of two interesting 
essays on Chateau de Silly Mazarin, and Eglise 
de St. Sulpice de Faviéres, carried their whole pri- 
vate libraries and the valuable collection of en- 
gravings, lithographs, seals, maps, etc., they had 
amassed during many years—I say these gentle 
men had carried these libraries to the Palace of the 
Quay d’Orsay, where they were daily employed, 
that in leisure hours they might find these mate- 
rials within reach. These losses can never be re- 
placed. 

The late Prosper Merimée lived at no great dis- 
tance from this palace. He had, during his long 
and studious life, collected a great number of rare 
and interesting books. He had received innumera- 
ble presentation copies of books published in Eng- 
land, Germany, Russia, Austria, Italy, Poland, and 
the Danubian Principalities, each of them accom- 
panied by letters from the authors. He had his 
father’s library, which was full of illustrated books, 
and portfolios rich in sketches. His father was 
an excellent artist. Prosper Merimée himself was 
no unskilful hand with pencil and brush; his 
sketches had great individuality; he had lived on 
terms of close intimacy with nearly all of the emi- 
nent French artists of the last half century, 
had filled many portfolios with his own and their 
works. He had all the works and unpublished 
letters of Henri Beyle (Stendhal), and a mass of 
unpublished letters of Tacquemont, the French 
traveller in India; he had an immense correspond- 
ence, containing letters from all the eminent men 
of the last fifty years—authors, statesmen, compe 


sers, painters, diplomatists, and celebrated womed 
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of all European countries; he had enriched these 
letters with extremely piquant annotations; he had 
bequeathed all these treasures to the French Acad- 
emy. Nothing now remains of them. Nothing is 
left of the house he inhabited but its four walls. 

In Prosper Merimée’s immediate neighborhood 
M. Gatteaux lived. His father likewise was an 
eminent artist, an engraver of medals during the first 
revolution, who left a valuable library of works rela- 
ting to art, and many portfolios filled with sketches, 
engravings, and drawings. M. Gatteaux himself is 
a distinguished sculptor, a member of the Academy 
of Fine Arts. United for years to Ingres in the 
closest intimacy, he had collected valuable and 
numerous rortfolios filled with that master’s draw- 
ings, sketches, and studies. He had for many years 
received most characteristic and frank letters from 
Ingres. He had added to his father’s library until 
he had made it confessedly the best art-library in 
Paris; it cqntained not only the rarest works on 
art, but every volume was remarkable by being the 
very best of the edition; the illustrations were all 
proof impressions. M. Gatteaux never hesitated 
to go to Naples, Rome, Florence, London, or Berlin 
tosecure the best printed copy of an announced 
work and proof impressions of its illustrations. 
His father had collected a valuable cabinet of an- 
tique and revival bronzes, marbles, bas-reliefs, 
medals; and of drawings of the most eminent 
French and Italian masters. He had added to this 
collection ever since he had reached manhood. He 
had a valuable gallery of paintings, several of them 
Ingres’ best works, and among them a very valuable 
painting by Memline. M. Gatteaux intended to 
bequeath all these objects to the Fine Arts School. 
They are without exception destroyed. 

One of the most formidable barricades in Paris 
was built at the corners of Rues Bréa and Vavin. 
It was defended for eighteen hours with desperation. 
When the insurgents saw all was lost, they went to 
the baker’s at the corner of Rues Bréa and Notre 
Dame des Champs, took all the empty flour-bags, 
saturated them with petroleum oil, broke barrels of 
tar in each story of the houses, threw the saturated 
bags on the streaming tar, filled staircases with tar 
and a mixture of petroleum oil and spirits of wine,

The palace of the Luxembourg was saved with 
the utmost difficulty. This palace contains Marie 
de Médicis’ lodgings decorated by Rubens with 
great richness, the gems of living French artists’ 
works, and the best political library in Paris. I 
say nothing of the historical associations of the 
palace, nor of the splendor of its decorations. It 
was the House of Peers under Louis Philippe, and 
the Senate under Napoleon III. The 22d Maya

The petroleum was 
placed in the guard-house, and three insurgents 
ordered to watch it. The 23d May five insurgents 
made their appearance and ordered the wounded 
men to be removed instantly, for their orders were 
to set fire to the building in two hours. The sur- 
geons told them it was absolutely impossible to do 
any such thing. The convalescent officers were 
| armed to defend the palace, if need be, and one of 
them was sent to La Commune, to obtain longer 
time to remove the patients. He returned with 
orders to remove the petroleum oil, and to abstain 
|from firing the palace until the last patient had 
been removed. In the evening the insurgents 
again returned to fire the building ; they were again 
put off till the following day. At 2 P.M. the Ver- 
sailles army were in the Luxembourg. At 1 P.M. 
the powder magazine in the Luxembourg garden 
was fired by the insurgents, and every mirror and 
window-pane in the palace was shattered to atoms.

There was a most formidable barricade at this cor- 
ner facing the west, and another facing the south ; 
both were immediately under M. Michelet’s win- 
dows. There was some of the hardest fighting in 
Paris during the insurrection between this corner 
and the next corner of Rue Vavin, where several 
houses were burned and one blown up; a barrel of 
gunpowder was placed in the baker’s shop, the 
walls and floor were smeared with petroleum oil, 
and fired. The house in which M. Michelet lives 
was fired, and the ground floor, entre sol, first and 
second floors were actually burned—there the fire 
ceased. Paris houses are built most solidly. On 
the opposite corner M. Liliré lives. He quitted Paris 
before the siege, and sent all his books and papers 
to the Mazarine Library, where they were stored in 
thecellars. Luckily, they were there ; a shell entered 
and burst in his room. The house in which he 
lived was likewise set on fire, but only the ground 
floor was burned. M. Michelet quitted France, the 
moment the armistice was negotiated, and repaired 
to Italy. He was recovering from the privations, 
roar, and anxieties of the siege, when La Commune 
usurped power. This distress, added to the woes 
of the war, almost killed him. He was seized with 
congestion of the brain, and for some time his 
recovery was despaired of. I am told by one of his 
friends, he will never be himself again. Mme. 
Michelet has given this account of him to a friend 
here: “My husband has given me great anxiety 
since the 19th February last. Our misfortunes 
have deeply affected him. Thirteen days ago a 
crisis occurred, from whose effects he has been 
unable torecover. I watch over him day and night, 
for he requires incessant care, and nobody but me 
can nurse him as he wishes. Aided by the physi- 
cian (who has ordered a change of air), I carry my 
husband back to Florence, day after to-morrow. As 
for myself, I desire some change in the crushing 
incidents of the last eight months. I try every 
morning to give him some consoling intelligence, 
to throw at least some sunbeams into these black 
clouds, but he seems unable to revert to his former 
self.” 

Steps have been taken to erect a monument to 
Alex. Dumas, in his native town, Villers Cotterets. 
Astreet in Paris is to bear his name. He leaves 
to his two children an income of $15,000 a year, from 
his copyrights of books and plays. 

M. de Lamartine’s long-promised memoirs have 
appeared. They begin in 1790, and come down to 
1813. Read in this furnace, by the flames of the 
Library of the Louvre, Hotel de Ville, and Tuileries, 
they seem uninteresting. They were written in the 
rare leisure hours left M. de Lamartine by his 
labors on his periodical “Entretiens Litteraires.” 
They were nearly completed when, after seeing the 
success they met from the friends to whom he read 
them, he determined to sell them, upon condition 
they should be published only after his death. He 
Offered them to M. Emile de Girardin, who was 
then chief editor of “La Presse,’’ but when he heard 
their price was $6000, he declined the purchase. 
Thereupon the work was proposed to the joint-stock 
company which owned M. de Lamartine’s other 
works. It gave the money asked, and granted M. 
de Lamartine permission to publish separately a 
portion of it, with which he wrote “ Antoniella.” 

I quote without comment this incredible anec- 
dote: “ Auber read little. I do not believe he read 
atall. One of our friends called one day on Auber, 
and found him at work. Auber said to him: ‘I 
am writing the third act of my new opera.’ ‘ What 
is the title? What is its subject?” ‘Manon 
Lescaut.’ ‘Manon Lescaut! Ah! the incomparable 
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masterpiece!’ ‘The novel! I have never read 
it... ‘What! you are writing an opera on Manon 
Lescaut, and you have never read the novel ”’ 
‘Why, no, really I never have. Besides, I don’t 
own it.’ ‘But Scribe ought to have given it to 
you.’ ‘Oh, Scribe! Iam not very sure he ever 
read it. He may have run through it to get some 
idea of the situations. Scribe never wastes his 
time.’ ”’ 

Here is the first opening of the last French novel, 
“Les Marges du Code,’’ by M. Charles Monselet. 
It is published in “Le Moniteur:’’ “‘ Excellent 
Madeira, Sir Jerrold.’ ‘Really a glorious Madeira, 
Sir Breckinridge!’ ‘What Madeira! Sunbeams 
stolen by a vineyard Prometheus |’ added Sir Daniel 
Brown. These laudatory exclamations were ex- 
changed between seven or eight Americans, in a 
small parlor opening into a dining-room. Colonel 
Sir Thomas Granter gave that day a great dinner- 
party. Colonel Sir Thomas Granter was one of the 
wealthiest inhabitants of the city of H—, in North 
Carolina. In a country where people feed as badly 
as they doin America, he took some pride in setting 
the best table to be found for miles.” 

Here is a striking example of that ignorance, 
vanity, and insolence from which, in part, the disas- 
ters of France flowed. A Paris newspaper speaking 
of Herr von Liebig, calls him “M. de Liebig, a 
chemist, whose illustration is the work of France.” 

MM. Jean Du Boys, Amedée Rolland, and Chas. 
Bataille, all three authors, lived together and wrote 
togetherin a house Rue de la Sante (Health Street), 
Batignolles. Rolland died about 27 years old, of 
consumption. Bataille died still younger, in a mad- 
house. Jean Du Boys is bedridden with paralysis, 
and he is not 30 years old. G. 8. 





NEW GERMAN PUBLIOATIONS. 


ProressoR WEINGARTES, of the University of Ber- 
lin, has prepared some chronological tables of church 
history which are of great practical worth. The 
late Dr. Uhlemann had done a similar service, 
bringing his little work down to the year 1555, but 
Professor W. has continued this, and continued it to 
the present time. His book is divided into three 
parts: early church history, church history in the 
Middle Ages, and later history of the church. The 
third part, which may be taken as a fair specimen 
of the whole, is arranged io six parallel columns, 
three on each page. On the left-hand page the 
three rubrics are: Universal history, the Lutheran 
Church, the Reformed Church. On the right: 
various denominations, the Roman Catholic Church, 
Protestant theology and philosophy. We regret to 
see that the English and American church history 
is almost ignored, only an occasional sentence 
calling to mind the fact of the existence of an 
extra German Church in the present century. The 
work does not compare in fulness with such chro- 
nological tables as Vater’s here, or Professor H. B. 
Smith’s in America, but it is superior to either as 
a practical aid toward the reading of large works 
of church history. The author, Professor Wein- 
garten, will be remembered as the writer of the 
“ Revolution Church of England,” and of “ Pascal 
as a Defender of Christianity.” He wields a busy 
and earnest pen, and there is every reason to ex- 
pect still riper fruit from it. 

The old and well-known publishing house of H. 
L. Brénner, of Frankfort-on-the-Main, has been 
sold out to Herr Christian Winter, who has taken 
in hand all the literary stock of his predecessor. 
The catalogue of works embraces some that have 
a high standing in Germany, while the present 
publisher, though a man advanced in life, displays 
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a business enterprise and activity in keeping with | 
that of his countrymen of the same craft. One of | 
his latest issues is M. C. W. W. Brandt’s “ Schrift- | 
gedanken zum Rathen und Thaten.” It is a choice 
volume of beauties, selections from earnest religious | 
writers of all ages. The English department is, as | 
usual, less prominently represented than we would 
desire, but still not altogether left out. Luther, | 
Tholuck, Terstugen, Sailer, Jung-Stilling, Calvin, 
and Pascal occur at frequent intervals. Ruther- 
ford, the author of the “ Letters,’’ is a favorite 
English author. 

Herr Winter has, in taking Brénner’s business, | 
come into possession of some of the early poetical | 
works of Dr. J. P. Lange, the distinguished author | 
of the “Commentary on the Bible,” in whom the | 
American reader would hardly expect to find a| 
man who, when young, was under the influence of | 
the divine afiatus, and who wielded a very busy 
pen under the direction of his muse. One of these 
volumés of poetry is entitled “ Vom Oelberge,” and 
consists of religious lyrics. Among the more at- | 
tractive subjectswe notice “ The Risen One,’’ “ My 
Harp,’’ “My Twilight,” “The Wreath of Thorns,”’ | 
and “The Eternal Sabbath.”? Frankfort, though | 
not able to boast a university, has for centuries | 
been a literary centre. G. H. Lewes, in his “ Life | 
and Works of Goethe,’’ has paid a just tribute to 
its literary importance, especially in the 18th cen- 
tury. Dr. Edward Heyden (press of Herr Winter) | 
has selected from Frankfort’s celebrities thirteen | 
of the most prominent names, and of these he gives | 
very entertaining biographies, accompanied with 
portraits. Old Nathan Rothschild, while anything | 
but a literary man, comes in for his share of atten- 
tion. Herr Weidenbach, of Bingen on the Rhine, 
has furnished two manuals of mythology, one on the 
Greeks and Romans, and the other on the Scandi- | 
navians and Germans. They are designed as text- | 
books for schools. These, with the last edition of 
Hundeshagen’s “ Weg zu Christo,” are also from 
the press of Winter. 

Pastor Maurer has published an interesting work 
on the recent doings of the Jesuits, bearing the 
title ‘‘ Neuer Jesuitenspiegel.” He deals with a 
question which has for centuries been attracting 
the attention of the theologian and statesman, and 
yet seems no nearer a final settlement than ever. In| 
Germany the Jesuits play an important réle, and 
yet in the most quiet manner possible. They have 
conventicles and other means for securing and ex- 
tending their foothold, and hold property in the 
name of private parties—all to escape pubiic 
notice. The author of the “Jesuitenspiegel,” fol- 
lowing somewhat in the steps of Dr. Harless, who 
wrote in 1839, portrays the present aspects and 
operations of Jesuitism inGermany. He then pro- 
ceeds to show, by reference to Jesuitical plans and 
acknowledged deeds, the conformity of contempo- 
raneous Jesuitism to Busenbaum’s maxim—* The 
end sanctifies the means.’’ The seventh letter of 
‘Pascal’s “Lettres Provinciales” being very apropos, 
the author has incorporated it into the body of his 
‘work. Chapter V. is the most curious one in the 
book, inasmuch as it adduces from the public 
prints evidences of confessional fanaticism in va- 
vious sections of Germany. We do not see what 
place it has in this book, however, curious as is the 
information it conveys; for it has little or no bear- 
ing on the Jesuits. 

From the publishing house of Justus Perthes, of 
Gotha, we have some important cartographical 
works. Ernst Curtius, who now vies in Germany 
with Mommsen, of Berlin, the claim to being the 
best living historian of Greece, has given us one of 
the best fruits of his travels and studies in that | 
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country, in the shape of a collection of maps of 
Athens, accompanied by an explanatory text, 
Ancient Athens, as here described, stands out in 
almost the charm of reality. One of the special 
features of the maps is the collection in one map 
of the natural rocks which once served for dwell. 
ings or other useful purposes. The dwelling-places 
and cisterns near the Puyx, the prison of Socrates, the 
rock-altar on the Puyx, are rendered more clearly 
than we remember anywhere to have seen. Then 
the whole Acropolis is described by an elaborate 
plan, from which nothing of those marvellous 
ruins seems to be omitted. 

The most of the maps were drawn several years 
ago, by Major Von Strantz, of the Prussian army, 
and so thoroughly has he acquitted himself of his 
task that further labors in the department of the 
topography of Athens and its environs will for a 
iong time to come be unnecessary. In Herr 
Curtius’s explanatory text we notice a number of 
minute lithographs and wood engravings, serving 
as a supplement to the “Seven Maps.” Herr 
Perthes is also the publisher of Dr. Menkes’ “ Bible 
Atlas,” which serves as a supplement for Herzog’s 
“ Theological Encyclopedia,” and of Van de Velde’s 
“Map of the Holy Land.” Van de Velde is con- 
nected with the Dutch navy, and made a tour for 
scientific purposes through Palestine —the best 
print of which is his map, with accompanying 
“Memoir.” Both the map and “Memoir” are in 
English. The map is in eight sheets ; but can be 
bad also as a wall-map, well mounted. 

The Professor of Philosophy at Halle University, 
Dr. Erdmann, is one of the most sparkling and 
brilliant lecturers inGermany. Some years ago he 
delivered a course on university life, which kept 
his hearers in a roar of laughter the whole time. 
The last fruit of his pleasant and bubbling fancy 
is the new edition of his Ernste Spiele, or “ Serious 
Plays—lectures partly new and partly long since 
forgotten.’’ Noone would recognize under the quaint 
and ever-recurring humor of this volume the pro+ 
found teacher of philosophy, and one of its most 
distinguished historians. Some of the titles of the 
lectures will strike the attention of the reader at 
once, because of their freshness and novelty; such 
as, on laughing and crying, the poetic charm of 
superstition, on ennui, the heathen element in 


| Christianity, an apology for sophistry, playing, for- 


getfulness, dreaming, the conflict of duties, vanity, 
and love of dress. The work is the first instalment 
of a complete edition of Dr. Erdmann’s popular 
lectures, and it is a fit beginning of the laudable 
undertaking. The publislter is Wilhelm Hertz, of 
Berlin. 

From the press of Felix Schneider, of Basle, we 
have an important contribution to the literature of 
Old Testament theology, in Heinrich Thiersch’s 
“‘ Genesis nach ihrer moralischen und prophetischen 
Bedeutung.” The Old Testament is not simply an 
historical record, 4 dull letter telling us of the past, 
but a present and living law of life and thought. 
Even the first book teems with instruction on the 
most important concerns of human life, if we would 
inquire into it aright. Of all modern students of 
Genesis, Martin Luther was the best ; he drew from 
the history more spiritual truth than any of his 
predecessors, while he made abundant use of the 
gleanings of others in the same field, such as 
Hieronymus, Augustine, and some of their imme 
diate successors. This author, Thiersch, follows in 
the same path of deriving spiritual meaning from the 
historical narrative, and especially of applying it 
to prophecy. The work falls into three parts: Pri- 
meval History; History of the Patriarchs Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob; and Joseph. The work, whieh 


























closes with an excellent index, is a stout octavo of 
424 pages. 

A very successful book of travel in Palestine was 
written some years ago by a Swiss pastor, M. Felix 
Bovet, who has since distinguished himself in his 
native country by the very active part he has taken 
in opposition to the sceptical tendencies in the | 
region of Berne and Geneva. The German transla- 
tion is from the fourth French edition; we regret, 
however, that the title-page gives us no informa- 
tion as to who the translator is. The publisher is 
Friederich Schulthess, of Zurich, and the German 
title is “‘ Reise ins Gelobte Land.” The peculiar 
features of this most pleasing narrative of a tour 
in Palestine are the naturalness and fidelity of the 
descriptions, and the tracing of the analogy between 
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the Palestine of to-day and of ancient times. In 
this last respect it reminds one very strongly of | 
Thomson’s “ Land and the Book,” though destitute | 
of the apt and profuse illustrations for which that | 
book is noted. The work of Bovet abounds in 
scriptural references, and concludes with an ap- 
pendix of useful notes on the Pool of Hezekiah and 
the Dead Sea. There are two good maps, one of 
Jerusalem and the other of Palestine, the former 
colored. We should be glad to see this excellent 
and entertaining volume in an English dress. 

The Prussian Minister of Public Instruction, Dr. 
L. Wiese, is surpassing all other authors in his 
contributions to the history and science of educa- 
tion, especially in Prussia. The most valuable 
product of his tireless pen is “ Das héhere Schulwe- 
sen in Preussen” (Wiegandt und Grieben, Berlin), 
in which we find a lengthy historical and descrip- 
tive account of all the higher schools of Prussia. 
The work consists of two volumes, the former ap- 
pearing several years ago, and the latter more re- 
cently. Between these two volumes there appeared 
his excellent work on the Prussian school-laws, 
which is already accepted as the leading authority 
in Germany onthesubject. Contents: I. Introduc- 
tion. General Remarks on the Prussian High School 
System in the period between 1864 and 1869.—II. 
The Administration of Instruction.—III. Difference 
in the Higher Schools.—IV. Historico-Statistical Ac- 
count of the Higher Schools of the different Provin- 
ces, and also of the different private Institutes in 
them.—V. Statistics of the Schools. —VI. Examina- 
tion and Statistics.— VII. Preparation and Examina- 
tion for Teaching. Statistics of Teachers.—VIII. 
Scpport of the Schools. Salaries of the Teachers. 
Pensions of Infirm Teachers. Fund for Widows. 
School-Money.—IX. School-Books.—X. School Li- 
braries and Programmes.—XI. Sehool-Buildings.— 
XII. Appendices and Corrections. In the back part 
of the volume, which, by the way, is an immense 
and closely-printed octavo, there are ten colored 
engravings of model school-buildings in various 
parts of Prussia ; and these are followed by a large 
map giving the localities of the higher schools 
throughout Prussia. 

This work of Dr. Wiese is a masterpiece of pains- 
taking labor and upwearied zeal in the cause of 
popular education, and can be heartily recommend- 
ed—indeed, it is a sine gua non to all in the United 
States, who, like Horace Mann, are looking to 
Prussia for lessons in education. 

Herr C. H. Beck, of Nordlingen, is rapidly bring- 
ing out Dr. Hofmann’s elaborate work, “ Die heilige 
Schrift neuen Testaments.” I have already given 
you an account of the character of the book, and 
need not now enter into its general merits. The 
latest instalment embraces the Epistles of Paul to 
the Colossians and Philemon, and is quite up to its 
predecessors. Dr. Hofmann has succeeded remark- 





ably well in clothing the New Testament with a new 
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charm, not the rationalistic glare of Renan, but 
the real and living color of their supernatural 
character. The how and the why are dwelt upon 
and developed with wonderful skill; in fact, the 
whole substratum of the New Testament seems to 
be revealed to us in such a new light, that we seem, 
often, to be reading it for the first time. Lange, in 
the Bible-work publishing by Scribner, has paid spe- 
cial attention to this department of Biblical inquiry, 
of which Addison Alexander—take his “Acts” as an 
exam ple—was perhaps the best American exponent. 

We shall await with interest the remaining por- 
tions of Dr. Hofmann’s great undertaking, which, 
indeed, is a fair specimen of the literary enterprise 
in this land of gigantic undertakings. 

Professor Ahn, of the ‘‘ Real School” of Treves,: 
has just brought out, through the press of Kupfer- 
berg, of Mayence, one of the largest and most 
comprehensive French reading-books we remember 
to have met with. It is designed as a manual for 
all students of the French language, and, being a 
selection from the best French authors of all 
periods—the selections themselves of commendable 
length withal—it is just such a book as any one ac- 
quainted with the French would be glad to pick up 
at any time for an hour’s reading. The work opens 
with an interesting account of French literature 
since the beginning of the 17th century. Each 
author from whom citations are made is portrayed 
in full, the main events of his life and his general 
position in literature being given. No important 
author seems to be forgotten. Béranger is recalled 
in sight of his choicest lyrics. Of course, such 
names as Alfred du Musset, Guizot, Thierry, Thiers, 
Mignet, and F. Ponsard, are brought out in due 
prominence. 

The work is an octavo of about 800 pages. Asa 
French reading-book in American schools, it would 
do excellent service. 

From the pen of Professor Godet, of Neuchatel 
(Carl Meyer, Hanover), we havea large commentary 
on the Gospel of Matthew: “Commentar zu dem 
Evangelium Johannis.”” Pastor Wunderlich has 
rendered it into German, and Dr. Gess, of the Uni- 
versity of Gottingen, gives it the sanction of an 
introduction to the German public. The work is 
not so much an attempt to analyze the text as to 
elucidate John’s Gospel as a whole, and to meet the 
objections of recent sceptics to its authenticity. 
The introduction, proper, to the work, treats the 
general features, the right understanding of which 
is a necessity before entering into a close examina- 
tion of the separate parts. We have, accordingly, 
the authenticity and historical basis here elucidated 
in full; then the life, character, and sphere of labor 
of John the Evangelist ; the date, authorship, object, 
plan, and integrity of the fourth Gospel; and the 
preservation and history of the text down to our 
day. After the prologue, the book falls into five 
main divisions, and these are followed by an appen- 
dix and concluding remarks. There is less than 
usual attention paid to the interpretations of other 
commentators on John, but we have an originality 
that commands respect, aud often admiration. The 
author laments that his distance from the great 
libraries of Germany has caused him to reap less 
the fruits of the labors of others than he would 
have wished, but to us his self-reliance and search- 
ing criticism are ample compensation. One of the 
great defects of contemporary exegesis is its fol- 
lowing in the old ruts, its almost slavish use of 
the labors of the Fathers and Reformers, and we 
therefore welcome a work of this kind with great 
cordiality. Thesophistries of the Tiibingen School 
and the fancies of Renan are here dissected, more- 
over, with a thoroughness we }*ve failed to n.eet

FICTION. 


Orange Blossoms Fresh and Faded. By T. S. Ar- 
thur. Illustrated. 12mo. pp. 415. Philadel- 
phia: J. M. Stoddart & Co. 

As a gift for newly-married people, we have never 
met with a book more appropriate. In a series of 
short narratives, twenty-six in all, the author 
points out, clearly and forcibly, how the clouds 
which too often obscure the happiness of married 
life, may be dissipated by mutual forbearance and 
self-control, and how the “ orange blossoms’’ may 
remain fresh and fragrant year after year, instead 
of becoming decayed and withered within a few 
months. There is a complete absence of sickening 
sentimentality about the tales which is quite re- 
freshing. The various pictures of married life 
are such as any reader may have observed among 
his or her circle of acquaintances, though the 
causes which lead to coldness and estrangement 
are commonly less visible than their effects. Such 
a book in the hands of young men and women can- 
not fail to do good, by causing them to think more 
seriously of the graver aspects of married life. In 
point of manufacture, the volume reflects the highest 
credit upon the taste of its publishers. A portrait 
of the author, engraved on steel, forms the fron- 
tispiece, while the wood-cut illustrations are effect- 
ively drawn and engraved. Tinted paper, of an 
excellent quality, good printing, and a very taste- 
ful binding, bearing on its side an appropriate 
wreath of orange blossoms, in white and gold, com- 
plete the exterior qualifications of the volume. 


Folle-Farine. By Ouida. 12mo. pp. 530. Phila- 
delphia: J. B. Lippincott & Co. 

Miss Ja Ramé stands at the head of aclass of fiction 
writers which is yearly becoming more numerous. 
Her great charm lies in the wonderful power she 
possesses of portraying the most subtle workings 
of the human mind when acted upon by the pas- 
sions, and though the moral tendencies of her 
stories may be open to censure, few readers but 
Will admit their fascination. The truth of her 





pictures must be admitted, even if the coloring 
laid on too thickly, and while they may be far from 
what a moralist would desire, they are true to real 
life. This new story of hers possesses all the at- 
tractiveness of her former productions. It abounds 
in dramatic situations, and to lovers of the sensa- 
tional in literature, will be found very acceptable 
reading. 

The Story of my Uncle Toby, §c. Newly Arranged. 
By Percy Fitzgerald, M.A. 24mo. pp. xxiv., 194. 
New York: Scribner, Welford & Co. 

This is what its author designates as a Bowlerised 
edition of Laurence Sterne’s work. Bowdlerised we 
presume was meant, after Thomas Bowdler, who 
edited “ Family” editions of Shakspeare and Gib- 
bons, in which all objectionable words or passages 
were omitted. What Mr. Bowdler did for Shakspeare 
and Gibbon, Mr. Fitzgerald has done for Sterne ; 
all the coarser portions are excised, and several 
transpositions effected. A brief biography of Sterne 
is prefixed. The volume forms one of the Bayard 
Series, and is of English manufacture. It is neatly 
bound in flexible cloth, with gilt edges, and is very 
handsomely printed. 


Dombey and Son. By Charles Dickens. Illustrated. 
Cr. 8vo. pp. 356. 

Oliver Twist and Christmas Stories. By Charles 
Dickens. Illustrated. Cr. 8vo. pp. 163. New 
York: D. Appleton & Co. 

These are further instalments of the “ Handy 
Volume” edition of Dickens’s works. They each 
contain several original illustrations by George 
Cruikshank, John Leech, and H. K. Brown, and are 
clearly though closely printed. This edition, pub- 
lishing in London in parts, has reached a sale of 
nearly two hundred thousand copies. 

Dukesborough Tales. By Philemon Perch. 8vo- 
pp. 232. Baltimore: Turnbull Bros. 

The collection of tales in this volume is of far 
more than average merit, and certainly does not 
need the apology made by the author in his very 
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modest preface. As tales alone, they are exceed- 
ingly amusing. They abound in rich, piquant 
humor, and contain many character sketches exhi- 
biting a high degree of skilful and exact observa- 
tion. They also present a somewhat exaggerated, 
though in the main truthful, picture of life in the 
South thirty years ago, and this alone would en- 
title them to our favorable notice. Their perusal 
has afforded us much amusement and gratification, 
which we do not doubt will be shared by all who 
read them. 


HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 


Sir Walter Scott: the Story of his Life. By R. | 
Shelton Mackenzie. Portraits and Illustrations. 
12mo. pp. 488. Boston: Jas. R. Osgood & Co. 
This volume was issued by the publishers on the 

15th of August, a day celebrated throughout all 
English-speaking countries as the centennial anni- | 
versary of the birth of the author of “ Waverley.” | 
The life of Scott by his son-in-law, Lockhart, is 
likely to retain its character as being par excellence | 
the biography, but during the time which has | 
elapsed since it was written, many interesting facts | 
connected with Scott, and many of his letters, | 
throwing much light upon the views held by their 
writer, have been discovered. Dr. Mackenzie has | 
taken full advantage of this accumulation of mate- | 
rial, which he has further increased by the addition 
of some personal recollections and discoveries. For 
a large mass of general readers, Lockhart’s life is 
too voluminous, and it was with the double purpose 
of producing a biography of Scott that should con- 
tain the most recently discovered facts coucerning 
him, and, at the same time, be sufficiently con- 
densed for general reading, that this work was un- 
dertaken. Dr. Mackenzie had the good fortune to 
become personally acquainted with Sir Walter 
Scott during the latter’s visit to Ireland in 1825, 
and the accident which led to the introduction, and 
the description of a subsequent interview, together 
with a very vivid picture of Sir Walter’s dress and | 
appearance, forms one of the most interesting pas- | 
sages in the volume. To Dr. Mackenzie is also due | 
the credit of discovering Miss Edgeworth’s letter on 
the publication of “ Waverley,’’ and of Scott’s cor- 
respondence on Mr. Bird’s painting of the battle of 
“Chevy Chase.” The style in which the volume 
is written is not the least of its recommendations. 
It is entirely free from heaviness or prolixity, and | 
the incorporation of gleanings from recent works 
of other authors, has been done with judgment 
and taste. It is certainly the best condensed life 
of Scott with which we are acquainted, and when 
compared with the size of the volume, the thorough- 
ness with which the ground has been gone over is 
surprising. A copious index is appended. A por- 
trait of Scott at the age of six years, and one from 
Chantrey’s bust, both engraved on steel, are given; 
also, portraits of Lady Scott and of Sir Walter’s 
second daughter, Ann, together with numerous 
vignette tail-pieces. The volume is dedicated to 
the “Autocrat of the Breakfast-table.” The pub- 
lishers have issued the book in a highly creditable 
manner. Its paper and typography are unexcep- 
tionable, and the binding is both neat in color and 
appropriate in design.

The writer goes on to describe his life 
among them, their customs and habits, government, 
institutions, &c., and in so doing, satirizes with 
marvellous keenness, though quite free from ill-na- 
ture, men and things as they existed on our earth. 
Innumerable subjects are touched upon with ad- 
mirable skill, and the narrative is sustained with 
a dexterity which gives vitality and realism to the 
scenes described. Apart from its subject, the book 
deserves high praise for the elegance and fluency
